FOUR-F FACTS FOR YOU 
Anne K. Kelly 


For the past ten days or more, there 
has been much discussion, both in 
newspapers and on the radio, regard- 
ing the possible utilization of the 4-F 
group. 

Present statistics indicate that ap- 
proximately 43% of all men taking 
their physical examinations do not 
meet military requirements, though 
able to do their share in winning the 
war. 


A man may be 4-F for any number 
of reasons beyond his control. One 
must not be criticized because of a 
punctured ear drum, weak eyes, 
asthma, etc. 


It is fairly obvious to anyone who 
has tried to keep up with recent 
changes in the draft laws, that war in- 
dusiries are going to lose some of their 
younger men. It is possible that these 
vacancies and other replacements, may 
be filled by many who have received 
a 4-F classification. 

It seems likely that some plan will 
be made for shaking enough 4-F’s out 
of non-essential jobs to take the place 
of men who have been holding essen- 
tial deferments. This could be ac- 
complished in one of three ways: 

1. Congress might accept a limited 
National Service Act. 

2. The Army might induct needed 
men not physically qualified for active 
service, place them in the enlisted re- 
serve, and assign them to work at 
regular going wages, in essential war 
plants. 

3. Selective Service could-order a 
4-F to take an essential job, and if he 
refused, induct him and assign him to 
an Army labor battalion. 

Any Plomb Tooler who knows of a 
men holding a 4-F classification and 
anxious to get into essential work 
should refer such men to Mr. Heald in 
the Employment Department. It will 
be a help to our company. It will be 
a help to the man, since it will give him 
an opportunity to do a definite defense 
iob — to be of use to the war effort. It 
will release him from the present 
Coubtful position of not “making a con- 
tribution to essential war production 
activities”.

We build and maintain the jigs, 
fixtures, dies and broaches, used 
throughout the plant. Our grinding 
department is kept on its toes keeping 
broaches, punches, and various types 
of cutters sharpened. 

The tool & die making trade is a 
highly skilled one, requiring a 4-year 
apprenticeship and constant effort on 
the part of the one who wishes to be- 
come an expert at the trade. 

In the past two years our department 
has made some wonderful improve- 
ments in the tooling throughout the 
plant. In many cases these improve- 
ments have increased production many 
times over. The majority of these 
improvements have been thought out 
and built by men in the department. 

Our hearty congratulations go to 
Mr. Anthony Chimbole for his recent 
designing and building of a die to per- 
form several difficult operations on 
universal joints. His die pierces, trims, 
countersinks and makes a rivet lock, in 
one operation.
